UNCLE SAM HAS A "KTitOKK" 
Even though It paralyzed tlic country Irom 
const to coast, worked a srrlous hardship on 
millions of people, and cmbarasspci the gov- 
ernment, the iiatlon-wlde railroad strike may 
be the best thing that haa happened to this 
country since Pearl Harbor. 

U this alarming paralytic stroke brings u5 
to our senses long enough to realize that wo 
have been sulferlng Irom a "creeping paraly- 
sis" lor the last 10 or 15 years, It will-have 
served a good purpose. Now, perhaps, we'll 
listen to an honest diagnosis ol our economic 
Ills; Instead ol continuing with the sympto- 
matic freatmentG that have been getting 
us nowhere. 

Any American old enough to read and write 
knows that during the last several adminis- 
trations, our government has gone oft the 
deep end In playing up to organlted labor- 
It has been .1 period during which class 
legislation ha^ tlourlshcd, bringing misun- 
derstandings and hatreds that have worked 
to the detriment ot our country. 

Fanatical bureaucrats have reveled In the 
enforcement of rogmatlons that have given 
organlied labor almost a free hand, and at 
the same time tied Industry and capital Into 
knots. These regulatlojis have been studded 
with such teeth as "double penalties" for 
any employer who even overlooks a fraction 
or decimal point. Try to find anything in 
these regulations that gives the employer a 
break and you'll discover you have started an 
endless hunt- 
In going all the way with orgaiUied labor, 
the administration leaders have felt secure in 
the belief they were on the right band wagon 
—that they were marching In the parade that 
would continue to win them votes. 

But they went too far- There's where they 
made their mistake. They finally had hold 
of a. bear they were afraid to let loose. And 
that big unruly bear, so friendly at first, 
was now giving them a bad time. 

It Is easy to understand why the railroad 
strike had the administration in Washington 
worried— seriously worried, because the whole 
business had gotten out of control, even to 
the extent that organized labor openly defied 
our national government. And the railroad 
strike, as these administration leaders well 
knew, could bring about a national reaction 
approaching chaos. 

President Truman, In contused despera- 
tion, appealed to the railroad workers to re- 
turn to their Jobs in defiance of their leaders' 
orders. But In doing so, he was very careful 
to makfl It appear that only two men were 
responsible for one ot this country's most 
serlouB predicaments— A. F, Whitney, head 
of the Brotherhood ot Railway Trainmen, 
Alvanlay Johnson, head of ths Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Englneeri, 

Sut again, common aanss thould tell us 
that tliese tvo men are not the only ones 
by any msans to be conflomned for "striking 
agalnAt the government" as President Tru- 
man calls It, 

Everything his not bean serene on the 
labor front up until now, as the President 
Implied in his belated appeal to labor and 
the American people. Reconversion has been 
bogged down ever since the war ended as a 
result of labor troubles to which the admin- 
istration has closed Its eyes and from which 
congress has shied at taking any part. 

No. Mr. President. We have been having 
labor troubles for years, and the government's 
coddling of labor organizations to an extreme 
beyond all good Judgment has been largely 
responsible for the "terrible havoc'" now con- 
fronting our country. 

We have had our Petrlllos, Tobins and 
John L. Lewis all along, bringing the same 
old pressures, all trying to outdo each other, 
and their actions have seemed to carry the 
blessings of official Washington. 
' Now. at long last, the President, the admin- 
istration and congress have been forced to 
take action, because they found themselves 
In the position where they had to act and 
act fast, not only for their own good, but for 
the good of their country. 

After getting a taste of what can happen 
When government and labor gang up against 
caplUl and Industry, the rank and file of

thought of what to expect should labor 
eventually force the government to take over 
all big business.
